There «ro many men that own af 
many aa 40, for fmlt water ftehing 
oaly, which is hero alone consider- 
ed. At tbo outset of bia fishing 
career a man accumulate* rod* 
with eipeneuoB. 
Hera ia what 


night happen in the case of a be- 
ginner, to whom the ourt of roda 
wan not a matter of importance: 


Be would start, nay, with black 


beta, and buy a aplit bamboo rod 
weighing seven ounces and 10 feet 
in length. Out fishing he would 
Doet a man using a aiz ounce rod, 
which teemed to answer tbe pur- 
pooo 4nat aa well, and very soon be 
buys a aiz ounca rod himself. After 
awhile b« buys a bus minnow cast- 
ing rod. witb light tackle, a rod 
weighing four or five ounce* and 
measuring 7 feet in length. Ht 
looks forward to the day when be 
can attach a live minnow to hi> 
hook and cast it 100 or 135 feet and 
not kill the minnow in the cast. 
Before be baa reached this degree 
of proficiency, however, he ie likely 
to begin on trout fly rode. And oi 
these, before very long, be will ac- 
cumulate eight or ten, ranging in 
weight from) three to eight ounoea. 


He will €av<* rods tor different 


kinds of fishing, for fishing from 
tbe bank and for fishing wbile wad 
ing, and rods adapted to the cbarac 
ter of the waters fished, aa to widtL 
of stream and strength of current 
and so on, und roda adapted to spe 
cial regions and the fishes tound 1:1 
them. Then the angler begins buy- 
ing salmon teds. He is likely to buj 
first a rod l? feet in length anu 
weighing 30 to 32 ounces. He find* 
that too heavy and buya a rod 15)^ 
feet long and weighing JU ounces 
later still he buya u salmon rod 14>£ 
feet in length and weighing it 
ounces. 


All the rods the angler has bought 


so far are of split bamboo. Now he 
goes in for a collection. He had be- 
gun to be especially interested Li 
rods when he was buying trout rods, 
and now he is ruoro interested tbuu 
ever. He goes in for novelties. He 
buys, for instance, a green heart 
salmon rod. Betore the introduction 
cf the split bamboo rod, which it 
now for iresh water tubing diepluc 
ing all tbe rods of »-oo<l, including 
betbabarru and 
laccuuood, the 


green heart was tbe ideal salmon 
rod, and it is still used. Green bean 
rods were oiigiually turned out, at 
they are still, by local makers m 
Scotland and Ireland. 
The most 


celebrated of green heart rods, oil 
of Scotch and tho other of Iriub 
make, are known to all balmou bsb- 
ermen. The angler buys, it way be, 
two green heart rods of different 
lengths, one of 1&% ieet and oue ol 
17 feet. He may preier to use hie 
more modern spilt bamboo rods, but 
he lovee the erfj«n heart 


Then the angler provides himeell 


witb urilse rous ot two lengths, 
and liiJu feet, weighing 15 and li 
ounces. By this time be has perhaps 
15 or 20 rods, may be more, and 
gi actually be add a to bis collection 
jiittet anglers buy new rods every 
two or three beasunt; some buy two 
or three rode in u coupon. Tbe con- 
stant tendency of anglers as they 
become wore expert is toward light 
rods. 


Ihere are men who are lovers ot 


fine nailing rods and buy them 
though they may uovor u&e them 
They may be noted anglers wh< 
are prevented by uircatastancet 
from fishing, but, on seeing nut. 
rods bay them just because tnej 
like them. They may be men 
never fish. There ie, tor instance, t 
man in this city who never ashes, 
though be belongs to a nabing club 
nnd has 30 fishing rods of tbe finest 
description, a ^.ortect outht. He 
never shoots, but be has a fine col 
lection of guns. He buys these 
things because they are beautiful 
and perfect anil because they aro ol 
interest to friends who come to see 
him. 


Of rods used in fresh water an- 


gling, bass and trout fly rods of spli 
bamboo cost il to $<'o eaoh. Tbe rot 
tor $i& would owe its cost not to ex 
pensive mountings, but to the 
terial and workmanship, which
